[The report said the swap is being 
negotiated among the United States 
the Soviet Union, East Germany 
West Germany and South Africa 
and that the United States is’ 
pressing the Soviet Union to at least 
release Mr. Sakharov from internal 
exile in Gorky if it will not allow him 
to leave the country.]
